PROPOSED CONSTITUTION for CHILDREN’S and SCHOOL LIBRARY SECTION 
Article I. 
NAME. 
“The Children’s and School Library Section.” 


Article II. 
OBJECT. 
The object shall be to study and promote cooperative effort for the advancement 
of the reading of children and young people in the libraries of Ohio. 


Article ITI. 
MEMBERSHIP. 
All persons concerned with boys and girls and their reading problems may be 
members of the Section. 
Article IV. 


DUES. 
The annual dues shall not exceed fifty cents (.50) payable to the Treasurer of the 
Section. 
Article V. 
Section 1. 
OFFICERS. 


The officers of the Section shall be a chairman, a vice chairman, a secretary, 
and a treasurer. They shall hold office until the close of the annual meeting following 
their election and their duties shall be those usually assigned to such officers. 
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Section 2. 
EXECUTIVE BOARD. 
The officers of the section together with three additional members, one each 


from the three groups comprising the section, nominated and elected, shall constitute 
the Executive Board. 
Section 3. 


There shall be a nominating committee of three at annual meeting, appointed by 
the chairman, whose duty it shall be to present nominees. Nominations may be made 
from the floor for any of the officers and the Executive Board.. 

Section 5. 
The committee chairmen shall be appointed by the Section Chairman. 
Article VI. 
AMENDMENTS. 
Amendments to the constitution shall require a two-thirds vote of those present. 
Members shall constitute a quorum. 
BY-LAWS. 
Section 1. 
The annual meeting shall be held at the annual conference of the Ohio Library 


Association. 
Section 2. 
The order of business shall be: 
Reading of the minutes New business 
Report of the secretary Election of new officers 
Report of the treasurer Presentation of new officers

Reports of committees
